Survey of the moon, accord- 
ing to a .statement made 
recently by Sir James. Jeans 
at a ‘lecture at the Royal. 
|Instifutign, -. London,.. -on 
“Physical, Astronomy.” : 

The helghts of many of the 
mountains of the moon have already 
been measured, he said. A sur- 
prisingly large proportion are 
nearly as high as Mount Everest. 
Now astronomers are turning their 
attention to the surrounding plaina, 
hitherto regarded as flat, 

Mountain heights on the moon 
are deduced from the length of the, 
shadows which the mountalna cast. 
In the new survey continuous 
observations are being made of 
the rate at which these shadows 
ndvance as the sun sinks, 

If the surface of the moon 
sloped downwards in the direction 
of the shidow, then the shadow 
should adyance more quickly over 
that region, just as a watker on 
an ordinary earthly mountain may 
find himself shedding a giant 
shadow downhill. Equally, - on 
rising ground the advance of the 
lunar shadows should be slowed up. |.

One ‘reason, he stated, In that 
the quality of the moon's light al- 
most exactly corresponds with that 
reflected from volcanic: ash, and 
from no other material;. and 
another that, from eclipse records, 
ustronomers know that the moon's 
surface is a particularly bad con- 
ductor of heat. So is’ volcanic 
ash,

added, “the temperature may drop 
from 200 degrees Fahrenheit to 
-160-degrees--Fahrenheit?!—-In-nd= 
dition, however, ‘to the wide ex- 
panse of ash there was o part of 
the moon which might be made of 
sulphur. : :
